Tbe Portland Wreck and News or 


Other Calamities on the Coaat. 


Boston, Nov. SO—The loss of life on 


the steamer Portland 
of over 150 


passengers and crew and news hitherto 
unheard of from points at Cape Cod 
showing: a score and a half more ves- 
sels wrecked on that coast with a dozen 
lives lost, come as dire climax to pre- 
vious record of disasters resulting 
from Saturday night's storm. 
Other 


places are still to be heard from in 
joth sides of the cape. The total loss 
of life is known to be more than 200. 
An attempt to estimate the financial 
losses to shipping interests is very 
difficult. The bulk of the damage was 
done between Cape Ann and Cutty- 
hunk. Present reports show 56 ves- 
sels totally wrecked, 49 ashore with 
bare chances of saving. No coal bar- 
ges are included in this number. 


The Associated Press this forenoon 


received news from a special repre- 
sentative that five bodies were recover- 
ed at Orleans, this state, from the 
Portland, 
The vessel was wrecked 


lust north of Cape Cod. The -wreckage 
with many bodies drifted south as far 
as Nantucket. It is thought that the 
north-east gale 
today 
will 
bring 


bodies in. The entire cape is patrolled. 


The bodies of George W. Delaney, 


Boston and Mrs. C. M. Mitchell, North 
Easton were positively identified among 
those washed ashore. 


The dead bodies from thewrecked 


Portland were picked up at Province- 
town and Orleans 
life station, and 


hundreds -were assisting in the work. 
The surf was awful, the sea mountains 
high and 
the 
bodies frozen 
stiff. 


Wreckage is strewn on the shore for 
15 miles. 


General Manager Liscomb said this 


morning at Portland, Me., that the en- 
tire blame for the disaster to the 
steamer rested with Captain Blan- 
chard. He says he ordered the boat to 
stay at dock until 9 o'clock Saturday 
night. For 25 years Mr. Liscomb has 
had sole direction of the boats. Cap- 
tain Blanchard was heard to say when 
told of Mr. Liscomb's order not to go 
until 9 o'clock that he should go at 7 
o'clock. 


Communication between Cape Cod 


and the outer world has once more 
been established. The first train to 
run b elow Buzzards Bay since Satur- 
day left there today at noon and ran 
to Sagamore. There the passengers 
were transferred by team to a point 
below Sandwich. Then they went by 
train to Sagamore. There was a long 
transfer at Truro and the way clear 
to Provincetown. 


St. Johns, N. F., Nov. 30—The British 


steamer Scottish King, from Antwerp 
for Boston, is ashore at Seal Cove, 
standing upright and ten feet of water 
In her hold. The crew was saved.

bowled past Boston light, for, so far 
as known, there are no survivors. She 
was last sighted ore Thatcher's light just 
after 9 o'clock by the schooner Maud S. 
?he ^as then all light, and was holding 
her course. The storm then was filling 
the air with snow and the wind was 
lathering iresh fury with every blow.. 
Still, it \vas as a whiff to a whirlwind 
as comrai £ J with the gale that burst all 
round after midnight. 


Captain H. K. Blanchard of the Port- 


land was one of ths veteran pilots of the 
New England coast and his very con- 
fidence in his own ability led him to 
tempt tlie fortunes of a night at sea 
that Kavf indications of heavy winds 
and blinding sr.ow. General Manager 
LIscomb was us easy over th» weather 
indications and counselled the captain 
not to make the trip, but to the "old sea 
dog" the gathering clouds had no terror 
and so tl\e Portland went to sea. 


The Portland was heavily laden. She 


had a general cargo of all kinds of 
raerchar.diss, and in the warmth of her 
cabin were gathered some 50 passengers. 
The exact number is not now known. 
The list lies somewhere along the sand 
snares of the cape. There were 55 offi- 
cers and crew manning the steamer. 
They are all grone, after battling1 ail night 
long with tempestuous seas that finally 
succeeded In battering their craft to 
rieces. 


Brave wreckers Who patrol the sand

Paris, Nov. 30—The joint peace com- 


mission devoted

hours today to drafting the first three 
articles of the peace treaty protocol, 
dealing with the cession of Cuba, Porto 
Rico and Philippines upon which the 
commissioners agreed in principle. A 
general discussion of other 
articles 


followed with no decision reached. The 
commission adjourned until tomorrow. 


Respecting: the various matters cov- 


ered by treaties with Spain, which have 
been unsettled by renunciation of those- 
treaties at the beginning of the war, 
it is the present purpose to adopt the 
simple expedient of providing for a 
renewal of those treaties in genera i 
articles. Nothing will be said perhaps 
in the treaty itself as to the institution 
of negotiations to replace these old 
treaties with more moderate conven- 
tions, but it is not doubted that at a 
convenient time such negotiations will 
be had, though it is not desired that 
the conclusion of the peace treaty be 
retarded by embarking at this time 
upon discussion of those complex and 
delicate questions. 


Senator Hoar today announced him- 


self positively opposed to the treaty 
which would acquire the Philippines. 
He said, 
"I do not 
believe such a 


treaty will be agreed to or ought to bo. 
i (in not liunk tiiu puuple ol Lne Unueu 
States are in market to buy sovereign- 
ty now, or that the constitution ha? 
conferred upon anybody the right tn 
buy such commodity. No precedent 
we have applies to the Philippines."

There was a serious runaway on the

Danger* From Violent jExereha. 


There is considerable diversity of 


opinion as to the safety with which wo- 
men may indulge in violent exercise in 
view of possible injury. As regard the 
heart, there appears to be but one opin- 
ion—namely, that that organ, accus- 
tomed to a quiet life, may be danger 
onsly and permanently crippled by the 
excessive strain in athletic sports. Ex- 
perience in medical practice, says an 
eminent authority, teaches that the pa- 
tient with a weak heart must be ex- 
tremely cautious in his exercises, and 
the demonstration of a dilatation of the 
healthy heart under sudden, violent, 
exhausting effort which has been made 
was of a surprising nature. Many clin- 
ical observers in Germany and in this 
country have detected by percussion and 
observation of the changes in the heart 
beats that there is under strain and exer- 
tion considerable dilatation, which con- 
tinues for a shorter or longer time after 
the exertion is over. Ocular proof of 
this has been afforded by the Roentgen 
rays. This shows not only the need of 
caution by those in good health, but 
more particularly so in the case of those 
who anfler from any weakness, consti- 
tutional or otherwise, ia this organ.— 
New York Ledger.

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The plague, or pestilence, that mys- 


terious and fearful visitation which has 
moved it* hosts in the wake of armies 
to .slay more than war itself, is supposed 
to hate first originated among the dense 
masses of people who crowded together 
in the great cities of Asia and Egypt, or 
who for: 
1 the encampment of Xerxes, 


Cyrus and Tamerlane the Tartar. 
It 


probably sprang from the impurity 
which must have existed in the midst 
of such vast gatherings and in part also 
from leaving the unburied dead upon 
the -tola of battle, .At any rate the 
germs of ihig fearful humau poison have 
always been most active where condi 
tiouB similar to those have prevailed. It 
has always been war and the march of 
armies that has spread it broadcast over 
the world from time to time, and as 
war became leas frequent and less 
worldwide the frequency and extent of 
tfcttd TaiageS hava lessened also- 


The first recorded outbreak of the 


plague in Europe occurred in the six- 
teenth century. It came from lower 
Egypt. This was the first lapping of the 
wave that reached into the east again, 
there to stay its movement BO far as the 
west was concerned until 544 A. D., 
wlien iEe'retirirning legions of the Em- 
peror Justinian brought it again into 
the western world from the battlefields 
of Persia. Constantinople was the first 
place it attacked. Here in a single day 
an many as 10,000 persons are said to 
have fallen victims to it. But the plague 
did not stop with Constantinople. 
It 


had found a too congenial soil in Eu- 
rope, which was little else than one 
great battlefield at the time. It was 
carried into Gaul, where it followed 
close in the wake of the Prankish 
armies, and from Gaul it moved into 
Italy, with the Lombards, and so devas- 
tated the country as to leave it entirely 
at the mercy of the invaders. 


The various crusades, which extended 


over a space of about 200 years, n$ 
doubt did much to hold the pestilence 
in Europe, for they served to keep open 
the channels of intercourse between the 
east and the west. Periodic epidemics 
were common during their continuance, 
and these seem to have culminated in 
the fourteenth century with what is 
Known in history as the black death. 
The black death was more fatal to hu- 
man life than any other single causa 
since the world began. The havoc of wat 
was nothing in comparison to it. II 
•wept the whole of Europe, leaving in 
its path such misery and destitution a* 
the world had never known. It killed in 
three years some 23,000,000 of peopla, 
Such figures stagger the comprehension, 
but the records of the time cannot b* 
doubted. The entire population of Eu- 
rope - IE estimated to have been about 
100,000^000—kept down as it w«a by 
the constant warfare^ancl «f these 100,- 
000,000 at least a fourth perished. 


The ravages of the plague in Italy, 


where it came in the track of the wat 
of the Guelphs and- Ghibellines, waf 


3fly disastrous to mankind, 
tt 


.-, wttb terrible f Bry in Naples, 


where 60,000 persons are sairJLto have 
died. It fell upon Piea and seven.out of 
every ten perished. It utterly and for- 
ever destroyed the prosperity of Siena. 
Florence also Buffered severely, while 
100,000 of the inhabitants of .Venice 
/were literally wiped ,pffth.efaco of the 
earth. Fxoiu4t3.jv.it -moved in to. France, 
where the mortality was almost as 
great; in Paris alone 60,000 people died 
from it. One erf the worst features pre- 
sented by the history of the black death 
was the cruel persecution it aroused 
against the Jews. They were supposed 
to have infected the air in some mys- 
terious manner, and they were accused 
of having poisoned the wells, and 
spriuga In Btrawburg 3,000 of them 
were buried alive in their own burial 
ground. 
' The order of the Flagellanto arose at 
this time, coming from the belief that 
the sins of the world bad at last brought 
down the wrath of heaven. It was the 
beginning of the so called Hundred 
Years' war that carried the black death 
into England, where in London its vic- 
tims numbered 100,000. When at last 
the plague had worked its ravages, it 
doubled back over its course, to disap- 
pear in the east. In 1845 it appeared 
again in England, first among the sol- 
diers of Richmond after the battle of 
Bosworth Field, and when the victo- 
rious army marched to London the 
plague went with them to work it.-. 
havoc there. As long as it lasted tho 
mortality was as great a« that caused 
by the black death half a century be- 
fore. Five thousand people died in five 
weeks, and then the plague left London 
as suddenly as it had appeared there, to 
•weep over the rest of England. 


In Scotland the plague of 1568 came 


immediately after the battle of Lang- 
side, when Queen Mary was dethroned, 
but no r«QO$te,0ft Jfya, mortality,it-occa- 
sioned seem to hare been preserved. 
The plague visited London ia 1675. 
This followed after the civil war which 
ended with the death of Charles II, but 
so many years intervened that it ia im- 
possible to trace any connection between 
the two evunte. In modern wars danger 
ffbm vlis V*8&e:<<8eems> gradually t» 
have lessened, perhaps as a result of 
better sanitary conditions Maintained 
by the armies of today.—Philadelphia 
Press.

Lieutenant Bradley A. FUko, U. S. N., 


of the I'dtrel, who took pnrt in theeiiKaKe- 
iiuint of Cavltu bay, has written an article 
for Tho Cantury on "Why We Won at 
ilauila." Lieutenant Fiske saysot the 
"man behind tho gun:" 


Look lit him as ho stands, lock string In 


h:\nil, behind his gun, hit* legs wido upurt 
ns hu balanct-H himself on the unsteady 
(lock, his oycs flxed on tho sights of his 
gun und on tho enemy, whom hu sees 
through tho narrow aperture of tho |jun 
port. Ho knows th;vt his gun is all right, 
and tho powder uiiii the fcliell and the fuse, 
and that years ago the necessary gtups 
were tal;cn which plnced this terrible 
v/cnpon in bis hand today, KO fashioned 
that if ho fires it right the shot will hit 
tin) mark. But tho rolling of the ship 
from hiuii to Hiiio thruws tlio lino of his 
gun sights high up uguinst the sky and 
then down into tho sea, und as no ship 
steers eiactly straight tho line of sight 
moves irregularly to the right and left, so 
that his sights appear to bo describing ir- 
regular cur\es, now ngtkinst tho back- 
ground of the sky and now against tbo 
background of tho sea. An average roll 
may l;j said to bo about eeven degrees on 
each sida, cr 14 degrees from one side to 
thn other. Tho uverago time of making 
this roll is about seven seconds, making 
tho time of rolling one degreo about half A 
second. 


Support now that Tom Bowling is firing 


at an average ship, say 20 feet high, about 
8,500 yards away. If he fires at tho mid- 
dle of the target, as he should do, this 
gives him a margin on each sido of ton 
feet, which subtends an angle »t Ton 
Bowling's eye of about one-twelfth of , 
degree, go that Bowling must appreciate 
the fact that his tfignts are, "on," and do 
everything required to fire tho gun in 0110 
twenty-fourth of a second, or else he will 
miss tho t;irgeti Now, no man living can 
be depended on for such rapid thought 
and nerve action, even under tho best con- 
ditions of quiet and calmness—that is, ho 
cannot be depended on to do it every time. 


Much can be done by a good gun cap- 


tain, however, by watching for a smooth 
time and firing n little before the eights 
bear. No one knows this better than Tom 
Bowling. So he braces his feet on tbo 
unsteady deck, every nerve stretched to 
its utmost tension. He sees that the gun 
is pointing a little to the right of the ene- 
my's ship. "Left!" he orders, and the 
gun trainers work their training lovers, 
or, if in a turret, start the turning engine 
EO as to turn the gun to the left. Mean- 
while as the line of sight gradually ia ap- 
proaching the target from tho right it is 
also rising and falling with the roiling of 
tho ship. 
Tom Bowling sees that the 


next "time the sights rise to the level of the 
target the trainers will have got the gun 
trained in the proper direction. He braces 
himself for a quick pull of his lock string, 
and then a wave strikes the ship on the 
starboard bow or the helm is shifted a lit- 
tle, and away goes the line of sight far oft 
to the left before the sights get up. 


"Right!'1 orders Bowling instantly, and 


the gun trainers work the gun back to the 
right quickly, but cautiously, for much 
depends 
upon 
tb«m now. "Well!" 


'•Right!" '.'Left!" eta., come tho orders 
In quick sncceMMon as Tom Bawling and 
bis Cramers work the gnu. Suddenly the 
line of sight strikes the target. There is 
a glean* in Bowling's eye, a quick pull of 
his arm, a tremendous noise, a stifling 
cloud of smoke, and in comes the gun as 
if it were a projectile Itself and were going 
clear HCTOM the"ship and out at the other 
side, but it qulekly, yet gently, slows, 
then stops, controlled perfectly by the hy- 
draulic cylinder, and immediately it runs 
out again and is ready to be loaded and 
fired once more. 


In an instant the second captain has 


unlocked and thrown open the breech. 
Quick bands wash off the powder residue 
from breach block and bore, and then 
shove in the shell and powder. The secon 1 
captain closes and locks the breech with n 
heavy clang, puts in a new primer and re- 
ports the gun ready. "LeftI" cries Tom 
Bowling, and the same cucceeiion of ao- 
tions is roperfornaed. 


If anybody- flauld have gone from ship 


to ship of the United States fleet during 
the eventful hours between 5 and 7:30 on 
that beautiful Sunday morning, he would 
have seen about 50 Tom Bowlings all do- 
ing the sane'things and in the same way. 
He would have sesn 50 guns' crews all 
eagerly, yet coolly, working their guns, 
and he would hate seen each division of 
guns and each turret under the charge of 
aii officer responsible for it. 


Considering that there were about 88 


Spanish gun eapfrklni/ou&niay reasonably 
ask, 
Was there Hat eveu one Of them who 


could shoot straight? There is no apparent 
reason why a Spaniard should not be able 
to shoot as w^ll as anybody elge. Is bad 
shooting an Lnb.erent trait in a Spaniard? 
If not, was tbs had sheeting due to a lack 
of discipline? There is ,no reason to be- 
lieve it, and tho wjoally accepted idea of 
the Spaniard would tend to make one sup- 
pose that there might have been too much 
discipline rattier than top little. Was it 
due to lack of Inttijjligonbe on the part of 
•tha officew? The officers of both the Span- 
ish aripy and navy represent tho best of 
the blood of Spajn, where the ordinary 
vocations of ttfcdo and, in a measure, tho 
civilian professions are deemed boneath 
the patrician families, aV'd tho literature 
of both services hoofs convincing proof of 
the excellent instruction which their offi- 
cers have received and of their devotion 
to and interest in their service. Was it 
due to lack of courage? The Spaniard is 
and always has been brave, and he was 
brave, very brave, In Manila on the 1st of 
May, 
1808. Was the bad shooting due to 


the oomstantly changing direction of the 
ships necessitated by their maneuvers? 
Not at all, for the ships remained in col- 
umn and nearly motionless for the greater 
part of the time. 


But had there been enough drill of the 


men in the handling and firing of their 
guns undor way and under circumstances 
simulating battle? This question wo are 
unable to answer definitely, but the im- 
pression which we received from civilians, 
natives and othors, does not lead us to be- 
lieve that there wero tbo samo labor and 
time spent on practical gunnery drllli at 
sen as in our service.

VAT SCHOOL! FOB DULL CHIL- 


DREN. 


The friends of public education In 


Boston are agitating a proposition to 
establish a day school for the feeble- 
minded in connection with the public 
school system. It is proposed to educate 
in the new school children who because 
of mental deficiency are unable to keep 
pace with their fellows in the regular 
grades. Such children cannot receive 
the Individual attention that is neces- 
sary, owing to the crowded state of the 
average public school, Indeed, it ia 
difficult even for children who are fully 
equipped mentally to get along without 
individual assistance from the teachers. 


A school similar to the one proposed 


in Boston was established in Provi- 
dence two years ago, and its success 
was so marked that two additional 
schools of a like character have since 
been established in the Rhode Island 
capital. The superintendent says that 
the schools are approved by the school 
board, and also by the parents of the 
children who are sent to them. Chil- 
dren who cannot care for themselves 
on the streets are not permitted to at- 
tend the schools, which have for their 
pupils mainly those who for various 
reasons have failed to keep pace with 
the 
procession 
of students moving 


through the grades. Parent* are at 
first loth to send their children to the 
special schools, but when they become 
convinced that their children are men- 
tally defective, and therefore can make 
no progress In the regular schools, 
they gladly yield.

In 
one trip of th« Mackinaw's large boat 
all were landed on th« steamer without 
injury, although the boat itself was 
crushed and broken in dashing against 
the steamer while the transfer was being 
made.

Late Reports of Wrecks and Thrilling Rescues 


ef Storm Beiten Sailors. 


Boston. Nov. 
30.—A 
reporter Who 


traversed Scituate beach, from North 
Scituate beach to the third cliff yester- 
day, was forced, by what he discovered, 
to the conclusion that the Ixxlles of 100 
unfortunate men are rolling in the sea 
and on its bottom, or are ashore along: 
the coast extending from Nantaskat to 
Plymouth beach. 


This may be a large estimate, but it 


seems to be warranted by the facts 
which have come to light, and by the 
discoveries of bodies at points where 
men are working along- the shore. 
The 


trip of the reporter resulted in the lo- 
cation of seven bodies in addition to 
those which had been previously re? 
ported as found or missing, and the 
finding of three additional 
unknown 


wrecks. 
Thase wrecks can be seen; 


how many more are hidden beneath. th« 
waves may never be knmvn. 


But this is sure. 
That if no severe 


storm carries all the sad flotsam out 
to sea bodies of saalors will for many 
days to come be picked up along the 
ehore, which in the summer time knows 
nothing of terrible danger and swift 
death, but, on the contrary, is the chosen 
abiding p'ace or hundreds cf happy, 
pleasure-seeking families. 


Tha fury of the storm aJong this shore 


is described by all who were Ihere when 
the tempest of 1831 wrought such havoc 
as much more terrific in its force and 
effect than that historic event.. 
It 


v/a,s impossible for the hardy members 
of the life-saving service to maintain 
their patrol, and several of them had 
narrow escapes from perishing in the 
storm. 
A patrolman from the fourth 


cliff station was obliged to seek safety 
In a tree, where he remained for hours. 


Matters are improving slightly along 


"Vineyard sound so far as means of com- 
munication is concerned. The best sum- 
ming up of the disasters in that section 
is told by Captain Hard, Jr., of the rev- 
enue cutter Dexter, who haa cruised 
along shore. He says the sight in. Vine- 
yard Haven is one of desolation. Hulls 
are piled up on sborea and those vessels 
which are afloat seem mere shells. The 
Dexter reports possible additions to the 
wreck list in two schooners sunk off 
Menemsha light, and two big ones sunk 
abreast of Presque island. The fate of 
these crew s is unknown. There are thrp« 
wrecking steamers around the Fairfax, 
ashore on Sow and Pigs reef. 


Storm stories from ail parts of New 


England still come in, but those from 
Inland towns are insignificant as 
com- 


pared with those from seaports. The 
financial loss in the various branches of 
business is simply beyond computation 
at this time and attempts to reach con- 
elusions on the present seemingly meager 
returns are impossible. .When the worst 
Is known an idea of the sum total can be 
•uggested. 


Ocean tug Mars reports the loss of her 


tow, consisting of the coal laden barges 
Delaware and Daniel I. Tenney, during 
the gale early Sunday morning, and it is 
feared that the barges and their crews 
are lost Captain Miles reports that 
while in Boston bay he held on to his tow' 
until 1 o'clock Sunday morning, when 
the wind blew such a hurrloace that it 
was impossible to hold them, and h« 
signalled the barges to anchor. At this 
time they were between Minot's light 
and the lightship, and he thought they 
could hold on, as they both had good 
tackle. The wind was blowing at th« 
rate of 75 miles an hour and a tremendous 
sea was running, which broke over the 
tug, 
smashing the pilot house, flooding 


the cabin and filling the lower part of the 
boat. The Delaware was commanded, 
by Captaiij Howes of Ltncolnville, Me., 
and the Tenney by Captain Cox, 
for- 


merly commander of the Monarch. They 
were en route from Newport News to this 
city. 


Twonty-Thre« tiv«» Saved. 


Gloucester, Mass., Nov. 30.—Thp res- 


cued crew and passengers, numbering 
23 pei-sons, of the British schooner Nar- 
cissus, Captain William Mclntosh, from 
Boston for Shelburne and Liverpool, N. 
S., with a general cargo, were landed 
here yesterday by schooner Hiram Lo- 
well, Captain NeDson. 


The Nfirciasus left Boston last "Wed- 


nesday at 9 p. m., and all went well as 
far as Thatcher's island. They put into 
Gloucester and again got under weigh 
Friday evening at 5 o'clock in a whole- 
sale northwest breeze. They had an un- 
eventful lun until they struck Satur- 
day's blizzard, about 70 miles west of 
Seal island. The schooner shortened sail, 
running under three-reef foresail only 
until Sunday morning at 8 o'clock, when 
the sail was blown into ribbons. From 
8 to 11 o'clock the vessel was tossed 
around, being constantly covered by the 
enormous sea* which were running 
masthead histh. To make matters worse 
Bhe began making water, seeming to leak 
nil over, where she had been strained by 
4he heavy seae. 


At 11 a. m. Sunday a big- comber came 


down on the unfortunate craft, carrying 
away the flying jlbboom, all forestaya 
and headgear of every description. Prom 
this time until 3:80 p. m. Monday signals 
of distress were left flying, th« vessel 
mnnntimi* bpinor completely at tliemPrry 
Of the storm. 


At 3:30 p. m., when 40 miles east by 


•outh of Highland light, a «a1I was dls- 
oovered, whV=h proved to be tfce schooner 
Hiram Liowell. The latter sighted the 
unfortunate Narcissus and stood up to 
her. About the game tlrn« the ocean 
liner Philadelphia hove in sight, and see- 
ing the signals of distress ran down to 
Ihe Narcissus and offered to take her in 
tow, but the offer had to be refused 
through (ear that the additional strain 
would pull the schooner apart, as she 
was then badly strained and full of water. 
The Lowell launched four dories, two 
men in cacti, and at once becan the work 
of rescuing the Narcissus' crew, which 
wax gallantly and heroically accom- 
plished without an accident of any kind. 
At about dark the lost dory brought 
Captain Mclntoah and 
Mate Almon 


Daggptt, vlio gladly left th« veairel to 
Yirr fate. When last Keen the w*ve»were 
making, a 


as OUriniueB clin« on sn« 
disappearing from sight. 


Captain Nelson and crew of th« schoon- 
er lllrum Lowell left Boothbay last 
Saturday, where they had purchased 
bait and let, for* George fresh fishing 
trip. Before sighting the Narcissus »he 
had severe experiences with the blinzard. 
She encountered the gale 40 miles off 
Bhore, and gradually shortened sail, un- 
til ut the height of the storm she was 
running under bare poles. About mid- 
night a tremendous sea broke over her, 
smashing a nest of five doiies, breaking 
forebooin, amaffhing bulwarks and carry- 
ing away the wheel box. Wnen sail was 
made Monday morning it was found she 
had dilfted over 80 miles out of her 
course. 


When the Narcissus' distress signals 


were seen ami the captain asked to be 
taken off. there was no need of calling 
for volunteers, for every man aboard the 
Lowell was ready and anxious to do his 
share in the work of rescue. After all 
had been safely taken from the Narcis- 
sus and brought on board the Loweli the 
latter's captain and crew, who up to this 
time had no opportunity for flshing. 
willingly abandoned all thoughts of 
setting trawls and Immediately headed 
for this port, w here they arrived in 
safety. The captain, crew and passen- 
gers of the Narcissus lost everything.

CAUSE OF DELAY 


Why the Local Fire In- 


surance Rates Have Not 


Been Revised. 


GENERAL flEOUCTiONS SUGGESTED 


For All New England and New Eng- 


land Exchange Will Act on That 


Before Making Local 
Re- 


ductions. Action Soon. 


For' som? time the property owners 


who are paying big fire insurance pre- 
miums have been wondering at the 
delay in revising the schedule of rates 
in this city . Some time ago it was 
announced that' In all probability the 
schedule would bo issued and the new 
KiU» put into effect b> the Uibt of 
November, but for some time nothing 
has been heard in regard to it, and 
from present indications it will be well 
on towards the end of the year before 
the revised schedule is in operation. 


The agent of the New England ex- 


change who was 'sent^here to prepare, 
in connection with a local insurance 
man, a list of all the risks that would 
be affected, has completed his work, 
and as far as the local end of it is 
concerned, matters are in shape for 
an immediate adoption of the revised 
schedule. 


The matter, however, is waiting for 


the decision of the New England ex- 
change on another matter, on which 
the fire insurance rates of all New 
England will depend. This is the ques- 
tion of basing rates on no co-insur- 
ance, instead 
of upon 
co-insurance, 


as is at 
present done. 
It is es- 


timated that this will make the rates 
about 10 per cent. low«r throughout 
New England, if adopted and the local 
revision for the northern 
Berkshire 


district will be made after this is done. 


The question under discussion is this: 


In taking out a fire insurance policy 
now, the rate is established on the 
basis of co-insurance, by which is 
meant the guarantee of the property 
owner to keep his property insured for 
80 per cent, of its value. If he did not 
wish to guarantee this, his rate would 
be 50 per cent higher. Under the new- 
plan, the rate offered would be based 
on the risk without regard to any such 
guarantee. 
If, 
however, the owner 


wished to give a guarantee that he 
would keep the property insured for 
an amount equal to at least 50 per cent, 
of the value, he could secure a much 
lower rate. If the figures were based 
on this latter system, the list of rates 
sent out on the printed schedules would 
of course be higher than they now are, 
bui uieie « OUIQ be no increase in the 
rate for a failure of a percentage guar- 
antee, while by making such a guar- 
antee, a rate lower than that on the 
printed schedule would be secured. 


The exchange held a mtetine- last 


Saturday when the executive commit- 
tee reported in favor of this change, 
and there will be another meeting De- 
cember 10, when it will be finally acted 
upon. After that, it is thought there 
should be nothing in the way of a 
prompt settlement of the local rates. 


This will be of course largely a 


technical change, but the point of chief 
interest, especially in view of the local 
situation, is the recommendation of 
the committee that in revising the 
rates, the 
changes 
be so made 


that, in view of the fire record of New 
England -for the last few years, there 
would be a general net reduction in 
rates to the insuring public. 


It is estimated that this reduction 


will amount to about 10 per cent on 
risks where no guarantee is made of 
a certain amount of insurance to be 
kept up, and a reduction of from 5 to 
7% per cent where such a guarantee is 
made, from the rates now in force. 


If the exchange takes this action, it 


js believed that the reductions for this 
district will be much greater than that 
for New England at large. That, at 
least, would seem to be the only fair 
thing, in view of the promises that 
have been made to the city. If the 
only reduction made here was the same 
that was made throughout New Eng- 
land, the work that the city has done 
in improving the equipment of its fire 
department would have counted for 
nothing as far as the promised local 
change is concerned. 


A local agent was asked in regard to 


the effect of the contemplated action, 
on the special local reduction, and said 
he thought this action showed that the 
exchange appreciated 
the 
excellent 


fire record that has been made, and 
that the exchange was disposed to be 
liberal. He believed that it indicated 
that the local reductions would be con- 
siderable in addition to the general re- 
ductions, and that the local public 
would have no reason to be dissatis- 
fied with the delay when the results 
v. ere seen.

Much Criticism of Its Conduct of Con- 


tagious Disease Cases. 


In connection with the recent cases 


of diphtheria in the city there has been 
a good deal of complaint concerning 
the ylowmss of tho state board of 
health in the matter. The quarantine 
laus are enforced by the local board 
on reports of the cases made by the 
state board. The physician in attend- 
ance sends a "culture" of the patient 
to the state board, and if the latter 
pronounces it a < ase of diphtheria the 
patient is quarantined. The same thing 
is done when the patient has recov- 
ered. A "culture" is sent to the state 
board, and the quarantine may be re- 
moved only when a re-ply is received 
from the state board saying that the 
disease is expelled. 


There have been several cases in 


which the physicians in charge have 
been 
severely blamed 
for delay in 


plncinpr quarantine, but thoy have been 
dependent on the state board, which 
they say has been slow almost to the 
point of criminality. 
It is said that 


in some cases there was time enough 
for a case to have proved fatal before 
the state board has sent on its de- 
cision. 


The same experience has been met 


when patients were recovering. In one 
instance 
a woman was pronounced 


free from the disease by her physi- 
cian, and a "culture" was sent to the 
state board. 
No answer was received 


and the woman was kept quarantined, 
u ith her children kept from her, long 
after the danger was absolutely passed. 
The matter has caused considerable 
talk among the local physicians.

There was a rather peculiar case in 


district court this morning, F. H. "Whit-

being placed under $300 bonds which 
weie easily secured. 


Mr. Whitlaw was arrested Tuesday 


night by Deputy Sheriff Wood of Pitts- 
field, who came up for that purpose. 
He had a warrant sworn out by David 
Kennedy of this city. 
Mr. Kennedy's 


complaint is that on Nevember 9 Mr. 
Whitlaw attempted to dispose of a 
pair of valuable horses on which he 
held a mortgage. 
The horses were 


mortgaged to Mr. Kennedy on October 
26, and are valued at $150 each. 


The horses are now in New Y"fk 


state, and Mr. Whitlaw claims that 
there was no thought of putting them 
out of the way of the mortgage. He 
says that early in November they were 
sent out to a farm to be boarded, it 
being cheaper there than here. 
In 


this there was no intention to conceal 
them. 


The case is a peculiar one, a strange 


feature being that a Pittsfield deputy 
was called upon to serve the warrant 
instead of placing it in the hands of 
local officers.
